Hadthose changes been permitted 
the amendment would have been beaten sev- 
enty-six to seventy-three. The slip which the 
Clerk handed to the Speaker: was picked up 
after Crafts had dropped it, and that slip 
‘showed but seventy-six yeas to seventy-three 
nays. The yeas were increased to. seventy- 
seven by adding the vote of Myers of Hen- 
derson, who did not vote at all. 

As the vote was announced, the $750,000 
amendment was adopted and the $1,000,000 
appropriation knocked out. It is, of course, 
quite possible, indeed, probable, that the vote 
will be reconsidered tomorrow morning and 
the amendment wiped out. As far as can be 
ascertained this evening the Republicaus have 
been united im favor of the $1,000,000, while 
not one of the Cook County Democratic mem- 
bers has weakened. Kellar and Reed of 
Galiatin, Grigsby, and others, who voted with 
the Crafts following all day, are tonight out- 
spoken in favor of the $1,000,000. 

The Senate Republicans, many of whom 


witnessed the exciting scenes of the afternoon : 


in the House, will insist upon the $1,000,000 
clause being retained. They will never agree 
to the $750,000, that is certain. Had the $750,- 
000 amendment been anhounced as beaten 
there was an’ $800,000 amendment on the 
Clerk’s desk ready to be offered in the name 
of Parsons or Merritt, and the opposition, if 
beaten in that, would fight for $850,000 and 
for $900,000.

Present Condition of the BIiiL 

This is the way the World’s Fair bill stands 
tonight: It has been amended so as to make 
the amount of the appropriation $750,000. It 
provides for eight hours a day labor and arbi- 
tration of disputes between employers and 
employés. ‘the Governor is to approve all 
contracts. The Secretary is to make monthly 
reports of all expenditures, and all payments 
are to be made by the State Treasurer on 
bills of particulars and vouchers. These are 
the materal changes in the bill. 
continued all day. 

The. speech of the day was made by Mr. 
‘Patton. This gentleman had previously in- 
dorsed the Burns eight-hour-a-day amend- 
ment, and as soon as Mr. Springer ran down 
he jumped to his feet and woke up the vast 
audience, for the House was crowded. Mr. 
Patton’s speech, while void of many orator- 
ical effecta and embellishments, was a reg- 
ular screamer. He referred to the grand en- 
terprise and its benefits to the people of the 
State, told of the work done in Washington 
when the Fair was. located in Chicago, and 
called attention to the prominent Democrats 
who had worked for Chicago, notably Adlai 
Stevenson, Joha C. Black, and William M. 
Springer. 

Then he spoke of the necessity of Tiinois 
doing herself proud in this matter and mak- 


ing such a show as would compare favorably |, 
with that of any other State or country. Mr. 
Patton was on his mettle, and he made the 


most effective and humorous speech, filled 
with logic and satire, that a Legislature has 
heard here in years. He was cheered over 
and over again, and when he had concluded it 
seemed as if everybody in the House, both 
friends and enemies of the miitlion-dollar ap- 
propriation, rauf over to congratulate him. 
The friends of the measure made, it is be- 
lieved, a migtake when they virtually accept- 
ed the Burns eight-hour amendment. They 
did so believing they would gain five votes for 
the bill thereby..

KILLED THE“L” ROAD BILL 


ERATOR CRAWFORD’S PET PROJECT 
LAID AWAY, 


Its Provision in Relation to the Rights of 
Property-Owners Too Unjust to Allow 
It to Receive Serious Co tion 
The Constitutional Convention 8 
tion Defeated in the House and the 
Ballot Reform and Bill to Amend the 
Lien Law Passed in the Senate. 

SprineFietp, III., June 8.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Crawford’s elevated railroad bill was 
knocked in the head today. The measure 
provides that the councils of cities may 
grant the right of way for elevated roads over 
streets without the signature of the property- 

Owners, on condition that damages shall be 

assessed and paid to owners of abutting prop- 

erty before the operation of the road. When 
it was called up for second reading in the 

Senate this afternoon there were numerous 

objections to its consideration, but Senator 

Humphrey, who was presiding, ruled them 

out of order, as they were not made before 

the Secretary had begun the reading of the 
title of the bill.

J appeal from that ruling,“ shouted Sen- 


ator McDonald, and he was joined by Sen- 
ators Allen and Manecke. Senator Humphrey, 


however, decided that they could not appeal 


from a ruling of that nature. 

After the bill had been read Senator Allen 
offered as an amendment that the enact ing 
elause of the bill be stricken out. 

Senator O' Conor said he could see no good 
reason why the bill was objectionable. “It 
provides.“ said be, that when it is desired 
to construct an elevated railway the Common 
Council of cities may grant permission for 
the same to. be constructed. The company 
then shall have the damages that will accrue 
to abutting property-owners assessed by a 
jury and pay the same in cash. It seems to 
me to be a good bill and should be advanced 
to a third reading. 

Senator Thiele said the law was not wanted 
by the majority of the citizens of Chicago, 


that it was a vicious: measure, and ought not 


to pass. 

A law that is good for other railways ought 
to be good for elevated railways, said Senator 
McDonald. “ This bill will give elevated rail- 


way companies the right to extend their lines far 


from the eity and cause real estate about there 
to bring fancy prices. It will also encourage 
boodleism. as most any company can afford 
to pay well any council that will grant it a 
right of way. But the foregoing are the only 
benefits that will accrue‘ from it. We ought 
not to pass bills that are in favor of boodle 
aldermen anda certain class of real-estate 
dealers. We ought not to take away from the 
property-owners of our cities all their righ 

A certain class of people always oppose 
public improvements,” said Senator Crawford 
of Cook. The history of elevated railways 
shows them to be good things and we should 
do what is in our power to foster them. By this 
bill no rights are lost to any one. Property- 
owners are amply repaid for any damage they 
may suffer. We have got to have elevated 
railways in Chicago, and this is a proper and 
fair way to get them.”’ 

„According to the remarks just made,“ 
said Senator MacMillan, this bill would seem 
to be a godsend to cities like Chicago. But it 
is not. It is a measure thé provisions of which 
ruin good business property should it become 
alaw. -In Chicago we have on West Lake 
street an elevated railway that makes the 
abutting property worthless. This bili’s pro- 
visions take away the power of property-own- 
ers to say what class of street railways shall 
pass their doors. The people do not want it 
passed. If my constituents wanted me to vote 

for any such a measure they would surely tell 

me so, and not one of them has asked me to 
support this corrupt measure. The proper 
title of this bill should be 
for the corruption -of city councils.’ That is 
all it amounte to. It puts the Council of Chi- 
cago in the position of inviting elevated rail- 
way companies to hand over their money. It 
is a most vicious measure and ought to be 
killed.“ 

“* The bill is said by its friends to be in the 
interest of the poor people,.“ said Senator 
Kerrick. I have seen no poor people here 
lobbying for it. All the lebbyists I have seen 
have been sleek, well-dressed, and well-fed 
gentlemen who had every appearance of being 
millionaires. It is said the bill will allow the 
building of roads that will increase the value 
of abutting property 500 per cent. Chicagoans 
are shrewd business-men, and were this so 
they would be tumbling over one another in 
their anxiety to get hold of some man to build 
a few elevated railways for them, and they 
would pay him a handsome bonus for build- 
ing them. I don’t think the bill is a good one, 
and it ought not to pass.”’ 

The motion to strike out the enacting 
clause prevailed, however, by a vote of 25 to 
23. It is probable a motion will be made to- 
morrow to reconsider the vote. Mr. Sheets, 
who voted with the majority, is prepared to 
move the reconsideration.

WANT THE BALLOTS PRESERVED. 


Senators Pass the Bill with That Proviso— 
Park Drive Subway Bill Advanced. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 3.—[Special. |—The 
Senate today passed the Ballot Reform bill 
with amendments and sent it to the House. 
The principal change in the bill refers to 
the preservation of the ballots. The House 
has declared that the ballots must be de- 
stroyed soon after they are counted, while the 


Senate insists on their preservation for a lim- 


ited time at least. The bill will probably 
land in a, conference committee, where its 
fate is problematical. 

The Senate bill for the connection of the 
South and North Side park drives by a sub- 
way was sent to third reading. It has been 
amended so as to give the Common Council 
the right to determine the extent of property 
to be specially assessed for the improvement. 
The bill will pass now, since it satisfies Capt. 
Farrell, Lyman, and Miller, three North Side 
members who were opposed to it without 
those amendments. These men say they will 
vote for it now, and it will undoubtedly pass. 

Mr. O’Connor’s bill making eight hours per 
day a legal day’s work was read a second time 
and ordered to a third reading and made a 
special order for Friday. The bill excepts 
farm laborers and provides for the suspension 
of its provisions during periods when labor is 
scarce.

The Lien Law Amendment Bill Passed. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 3.— [Special. Senator 
Noonan’s bill to amend the Lien law was passed 
by the Senate today. The bill provides that own- 
ers retain 10 per cent of the original contract for 
the payment of the wages of the laborers, who 
have twenty days after the last day’s work to file 
claim for liens, and also provides that subcon- 
tractors make a detailed statement to contract- 
ors, which will enable contractors to make a full 
statement to owner; also that the contractor shall 
be paid pro rata for work completed if the owner 
fails to carry out the provisions of the contract. 
A number of building and material men, headed 
by Ald. Madden, came down today in the in rest

7 PREACHER GETS INTO TROUBLE 
„ David McAllister to Be Libeled for 
Lying and Scandal-Mongeirng. 
Prrrssurec, Pa., June 3.—[Special. ]—A sen- 
sation at the Reformed Presbyterian Synod 
today occurred after adjournment. Elder 
Dow announced that Dr. David McAllister, 
who is the bitterest prosecutor of the sus- 
pended ministers, would be lubeled before the 
session closes. The charges to be brought 
against him are falschood and scandal-monger- 
ing. The elder asserted that the libel, already 
prepared, was in the hands of one of the New 
York members of the court, who will introduce 
it in the synod when the proper time comes. 
The announcement of Elder Dow created the 
greatest consternation. in the ranks of the 
conservatives, who have looked for such pro- 

ceedings for several days. 

Three of the suspended ministers made 
their defense and appeals to the synod today. 
They were the Revs. H. W. Reed, E. M. Milli- 
gan, and W. L. C. Samson. The Rev. Mr. 
Milligan asserted that his trial by the Pitts- 
burg Presbytery had been started and finished 
in a spirt of such manifest unfairness that no 
testimony of his, however direct, could pre- 
vent the verdict of guilty that had previously 
been determined upon. He rebuked Dr. Mc- 
Allister for his actions as Moderator during 
the trial. The Rev. Mr. Samson gave the 
names of fifteen elders and preachers who 
he said had assserted they would find him 
guilty before the trial commenced. 

At the evening session the report of the 
Committee on the Sabbath was read by the 
Rev. Mr. McClurkin. Resolutions against the 
World’s Fair being open Sunday were intro- 
duced. It was decided to call upon all good 
church going people to withdraw their patron- 
age from the Fair if it kept open on the Sabbath. 
In other words the Exposition will be boy- 
cotted. The matter was made of ‘sufficient 
importance to refer it to a special committee 
tor further consideration.

OBSTRUCTIONS MUST 60. 


COMMISSIONER ALDRICH INTENDS TO 
ENFORCE THE ORDINANCE, 


Streets and Sidewalks No Longer to Be Ille- 
gally Blockaded—Violators of the Law 
Plead in Vain for Leniency—Regulations 
That Have Heretofore Been Regarded as 
a Dead Letter—Places That Will Be Af- 
fected by the Action to Be Taken. 


“ Commissioner Aldrich is doing a 
deal for Chicago when he begins N 
ordinances regarding side walk and street ob- 
structions,” said a stranger standing at State 
and Madison streets yesterday. Next to the 
smoke nuisance this blocking up of sidewalks 
so that it is difficult to pass is the most patent 
nuisance to be seen.“ 

Supt. Bell of the sidewalk department of the 
Bureau of Streets was kept busy Monday 
listening to the grievances of men who had 
received notice to remove obstructions of 
various kinds from the front of their respect- 
ive places of business. There was a steady 
stream of indignant men. 

What do you want to come down en me 80 
hard for? There are worse offenders than I.“ 
was frequently said, each man seeming to 
think his own case was entitled to particular. 
consideration. 

Tou will have to remove the obstruction. 
We are making war on everybody that violates 
the ordinance,” was Supt. Bell’s invariable 
answer. No one got any further satisfaction 
if he talked an hour. 

A firm in the oil business on Market street 
complained that it was necessary to occupy a 
portion of the sidewalk, which was forty feet 
wide at that place, or else go out of business. 
Tou will have to keep the sidewalk clear if 
ge have to go out of business,” said Mr, 
So little attention has been paid to the or- 
dinances-regarding street obstructions that 
many offenders doubtless were not aware that 
they had been violating the law for years. 
Many of the ordinances have been practically 
a dead letter. Among those that still remain 
in force according to the an revision of fle 
ordinances are the followmg: 

Regulations Regarding Awnings. 

Sec. 2,622 provides that awnings must be at 
least eight feet above the sidewalk and not 
project over morethan three-fourths of the 
width of the sidewalk. They must be sup- 
ported by brackets without posts so as to 
leave the sidewalk entirely unobstructed. The 
penalty for violation of this section is a $5 fine 
and $5 for each day the obstruction remains 
after notice to remove it is given. 

Merchandise exposed on the street, signs, 
boxes, or poles must not occupy a space ex- 
tending more than three feet from the build- 
ing line or be piled more than four feet high. 
If such displays or signs are suspended they 
must be at least eight feet above the sidewalk 
and must not swing more than three feet out 
from the building line. But barbers’ poles 
six feet high may be erected at the outer edge 
of the sidewalk. 

Any person who incumbers any street, alley, 
public landing, wharf, or public place with 
building material or anything else without a 
permit from the Commissioner of Public 
Works is liable to a fine of from $5 to $50, 
with an additional penalty of $10 for each day 
the obstruction remains after notice is given 
to remove it. 

There appears to be no general ordinance 
permitting the erection of permanent awn- 
ings. The ordinances do not recognize the 
permanent awning or canopy. Yet the Lan- 
sing & MeGarigle affair of this nature stands.

the structure in front of his Clark street place 
was imperative.

A similar 
notice has been served on Hannah & Hogg, 
who have two permanent canopies, one in 
front of the Madison Street Theater and the 
other in front of their Clark street resort. 
How the Hotels Are Affected. 

The Sherman House has a canopy over the 
Randolph street entrance. Supt. Aldrich says 
it must come down. Willoughby, Hill & Co. 
must also remove their canopy.’ The Hotel 
Wellington must sacrifice its permanent awn- 
ing. All other hotels that have porches occu- 
pying the whole sidewalk must tear them 
down. 

A short walk in the heart of the business 
portion of the city will show that the obstruc- 
tions of sidewalks and streets are countless. 
On the west side of State street from Lake to 
Madison there is hardly a pretense of observ- 
ing the three-foot limit. The dry goods stores 
have their wares piled up out on the sidewalk 
for from five to ten feet from the building 
line. Swinging and suspended signs are nu- 
merous. Most of them are of the required 
height, but few of them do not extend more 
than three feet from the front of the build- 
ings. The wholesale district is more free 
from the obstructions at which the ordinances 
are aimed than the retail streets. But the 
wholesale district has its compensations. The 
skid remains. 

On any retail street the suspended sign is to 
be seen on every hand. It varies in height 
from six feet to the height of the building. 
These signs do not often fall down and cause 
loss of life, but they are a great nuisance, 
especially in case of fire. The city has re- 
quired the removal of telegraph pules from 
the down-town portion of the city and the 
placing of the wires underground. A good 
many people would be pleased if the same 
disposition was made of the suspended sign. . 

“By Authority of the Council.” 

Some if not all of the permanent canopies 
have been constructed under authority granted 
by the City Council. It is a comparatively 
easy thing for an Alderman to secure the 
passage of an order giving permission to erect 
a canopy, a barber’s pole of unusual dimen- 
sions, or the like. Such an order may be in 
conflict with a general ordinance of the city, 
but that makes little difference. The Coun- 
cil’s order“ is sufficient to prevent any in- 
terference on the part of the police, and the 
structure stands in direct violation of the 
ordinances against canopies. 

Commissioner Aldrich is not satisfied as to 
the legality of the orders where they conflict 
with general ordinances and will test the ques- 
tion by ordering the demolition of several 
candépies authorized to be constructed by 
Council orders. The owners may attempt by 
injunction to prevent their ey from be- 
ing removed.

IMPORTATIONS HAVE FALLEN OFF. 


Less Tinplate Received in May Than in 


April—Reasons Given for It. 

The Custom-House officials yesterday com- 
pleted their figures on the amount of tin- 
plate imported during the month of May, and 
instead of an increase as was expected a 


heavy falling off was found. In May 6,018,081 


pounds were entered for duty, while in April 
7,255,041 pounds were imported. As the 
McKinley-tariff goes into effect July 1 it was 
expected that nearly 10,000,000 pounds would 
be brought in in May to avoid the high duties. 
One explanauon of falling off in im- 
rtations is that the foreign manufacturers 
ave been sending so much tinplate to this 
country recently that they have about ex- 
hausted their stocks and cannot fill orders, 
and that prices have been raised by them. It 
is also stated in explanation that several large 
concerns that have been pili up tinplate 
here have overreached themselves and are 
hard pressed for ready money and have been 
compelled to sacrifice a portion of their hold- 
ings. This rather startled some big houses

NEW PROCESS OF MAKING GAS, 


Dr. Hennin of the Springfield Iron Com- 
pany Makes an Important Discovery. 

Sprerretp, III., June 3:—([Special. }—For 
more than two years past the Springfield Iron 
company has been conducting a series of ex- 
periments having in view the improvement of 
the manufacture of fuel gas for metallurgical 
and other purposes, and saving as by-products 
the ammonia and tar which are always gener- 
ated in the manufacture of gas, but which 
have never heretofore been secured from any 
gas but illuminating gas made in closed re- 
torts. These experiments have been under 
the direction of Dr. Alphonse Hennin, who 
has devoted a great deal of time and a 
this branch of industrial chemistry. 
result of these experiments 
the invention by Dr. Hennin of a 

rocess for making a fuel gas containing as 
high as 60 per cent of combustible matter, 
and at the same time obtaining ye pos uanti- 
ties of ammonia and tar, per ton o * wend. 
than have ever before been secured by ong 

rocess. A United States patent has been 
owed covering the invention with broad 
claims, and applications have been made for 
— in all of the principal countries of 
urope. 

The Springfield Iron company have now in 
operation at their works two roducers 
ten feet in diameter and fifteen feet high, 
making gas by this process, and are building 
three more of the same size. These when 
completed will consume forty to fifty tons of 
coal per day and make 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 
cubic feet of gas per twenty-four hours. 

The apparatus consists of cylindrical pro- 
ducers, ten feet in diameter and fifteen feet 
high, made of wrought iron and lined with 
fire brick. The fuel is fed into a hopper at 
the top of the producer and the 
supported on a te near the bottom. II 
combustion whieh generates the heat for dis- 
tillation is maintained by blasts of steam and 
air which are introduced radially through 
tuyeres just above the grate. The novelty of 
the invention consists in so regulating the 


relative proportions of steam and air as to 


maintain in this lower portion of the producer 
an incandescent zone, or bed of fuel, at a 
sufficient temperature to decom practic- 
ally all of the steam admitted at the same 
time so regulating the supply of fresh fuel 
that the upper portion of the producer is

MR. DEPEW’S TRIBUTE TO GEN. GRANT. 
We print elsewhere the full text of the ad- 
dress delivered at Galena yesterday by the Hon. 
Chauncey M. Depew upon the occasion of the 
unveiling of the statue of Gen. Grant present- 
ed to that city by Mr. Koblsaat. Specially at- 
tractive addresses were also made by Gov. 
Fifer and ex-Gov. Hoard, which have the merit 
of eloquent brevity. Mr. Depew’s was more 
comprehensive and exhaustive, as he was the | 
orator of the day, and those who read it would 
hardly consent to the elimination of a single 
sentence from the brilliant panegyric pro- 
nounced by the eloquent New-Yorker. 
Mr. Depew’s address was particularly strik- 
ing so far as it concerned the paradoxes which 
Gen. Grant’s career exhibits. Thirty years 
ago he was a resident of Galena, so modest as 
to be little known in his own city, and a man- 
ufacturer in such a small way that his busi-. 
ness had no influence upon its activities, and 
yet three years from that time his fame had 
traveled all round the world. Thirty years 
ago he was supporting his family on $1,000 a 
year. Three years from that time he was spend- 


ing four millions a day for the preservation of 


his country. His career as a soldier was one 
of the most astunishing paradoxes of history. 
Alexander, Julius Casar, and Napoleon Bona- 
parte—and Mr. Depew might have added the 
Duke of Wellington—have been accorded the 
front rank as Generals, but they gained it by 
long and continuous service and acquired their 
fame while yet in the thirties. Gen. Grant at 
40 was an obscure leather merchant, but he 
went into the front rank at a bound. He had 
failed as a merchant, as a farmer, as a survey- 
or, and as a real-estate operator, but he suc- 
ceeded as a soldier, and Mr. Depew rightly 
solves the secret of his success in his state- 
ment that he was one of the masterful men 
who see the course of events and act upon it 
and who are ready for the occasion when the 
occasion comes, as were Washington and Lin- 
Mr. Depew calls attention to another trait 
of Gen. Grant as asoldier which was eminent- 
ly characteristic of him-—namely: that in 
forming his plans he never contemplated such 
a thing as defeat. His movements were always 
forward and his order always advance. He 
might have added in the same connection that 
his plans always contemplated the capture or 


it could work no further mischief. It was for 
this reason that he did not rest contented with 
success, but followed up victory so closely and 
fiercely that the routed force. was absolutely 
removed as a fighting element. 

Mr. Depew’s characterization of the pet- 
sonal attributes of Gen. Grant was no less 
‘interesting than the tribute paid to him as a 
soldier and a public man. His dislike of 


ness, his loyalty to his friends (the only 
source of his mistakes), his love for the plain 
people, as Mr. Lincoln used to call them, 
from whom he came and with whom he al- 
ways sympathized, are brought out very 
clearly. 
ter of surprise to most people who have been 
accustomed to regard Gen. Grant as a silent 
man Mr. Depew’s statement that he has 
heard him hold a company in delighted at- 
tention for hours by his charming Conversa- 
tion. 

The entire address was worthy of the occa- 
sion and a fitting accessory to the results of 
+ Mr. Kohisaat’s munificence. It furnishes a 
hint to the great State of New York, from 
which Mr. Depew comes, of patriotic duty 
long neglected. It reminds us that here in 
Chicago another magnificent memorial of the 
Old Commander will be dedicated in a few 
months. Illinois will then have done its 
duty and paid its debt of gratitude to the 
memory of the illustrious citizen, so far as 
public memorials are concerned. 


HOW FREE SILVER COINAGE WOULD 
SWEEP AWAY OUR GOLD. 

A Rocky Mountain paper, which is a sil- 
ver mine organ, finds fault with an answer 
given by Tur Trisunz to a correspondent 
who wanted to know who would be benefited 
by the free coinage of silver. The Western 
sheet has the hardihood to state that there is 
no considerable.surplus of silver in Europe or 
elsewhere and that if the Free Coinage bill 
‘were passed silver would be on a parity with 
gold the next morning’ in New York, for 
which reason it would also be on a parity 
with it in London. 

Evidently the concern has forgotten that 
less than a year ago the silver speculators as- 
‘sured President Harrison that silver would 
rise to par and stay there if the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces per month were authorized 
by law. The concern says: 

We saw less than a year ago, wher Congress 
fiassed a law to absorb 4,500,000" ounces of silver 
monthly, that silver advanced within three weeks 
from 97 cents per ounce to $1.21. 

But why did silver take that phenomenal 
jump? It is well known that it was because a 
syndicate of speculators got control of the 
atock of silver bullion in this country and 
England, and artificially forced up the price 
with the expectation of being able to unload 
on the government at a big profit. Those of 
them whd sold out first made money by the 
gambling operation and the rest were losers. 
The moment that ‘the corner in silver had 
spent its force the price of bullion declined 
‘rapidly, and for some months past has ranged 
steadily at a lower figure than was touched 
during the whole of last year before the bill 
passed except the 9634 cents per ounce that 
was reached in the financial depression of 
November. This notwithstanding the in- 
_ creased consumption, the purchases by the 
government. being. now 4,500,000 ounces per 


month instead of the $2,000,000 worth of bull- 


ion per month which was the rule for twelve 
years up to ten months ago. :

75 cents on the dollar. It is doubtful if ail 
the gold in the United States taken in ex- 
changé would do more than to place India 
aloné on a bimetaliic basis where its silver 
would float’ at par with gold, leaving all the 
rest of the world with its load of silver to keep 
down the bullion value of the metal. The 
amount of that load was recently stated by ex- 
Controller Kno in an address in Chicazo to be 
equal to 5,820 millions, against only3,727 mill 
ions of gold; and the silver pile would further 
accumulate at a rapid rate if it were possible 
to encourage the mine-owners by offering 
them for the bullion nearly twice what it costs 
to produce it. 

Doubtless these facts are well known by the 
editor of the silver mine organ. He must be 
perfectly aware that the results of free coin- 
age would be to enable those mine-owners 
who have bullion on hand to dispose of it at a 
big profit, and to furnish a stumptail currency 
with which debtors could afterwards pay their 
outstanding obligations at 75 cents on the 
dollar. He denies the latter by saying the 
silver dollar has never yet lost an iota of its 
purchasing value in the United States, utter- 
ly ignoring the fact that this’ is solely because 
the American silver dollar is protected by the 
United States Government against conipeti- 
tion with foreign bullion, which protection 
would be done away with in the event of free 
coinage. He knows this country is already 
saturated with almost as much silver as it can 
carry without danger that the silver dollar 
will cease to purchase a dollar’s worth of prop- 
erty and part company with gold money. The 
sincerity of this silver mine organ and its as- 
sociates in the proposition for free coinage 
may be tested as follows: Are they willing 
that Congress shall enact a free-coinage law 


with the provision that all indebtedness con- 


tracted and outstanding atthe time of its pas- 
sage shall be paid either in gold or silver as 
the creditor may elect? and that all indebted- 
ness incurred subsequently shall be paid in 
the kind of coin the debtor shall jender? If 
they would agree to that self-evidently ‘fair 
proposition theré would be less objection to 
free coinage and dropping down to a 75 cent 
dollar; but Taz Tamm very much doubts if 
the “ free-silver men would accept free 
coinage on such terms. What they really 
want is to cheat their present creditors out of 
25 cents on every dollar they owe. When that 
is done they have no further interest in free 
coinage.” 
R. G. MILLS AND FREE TRADE. 

The New Orleans Times-Democrat is en- 
gaged in the effort to boom Roger Q. Mills 
for thé Speakership of the House, and in do- 
ing so has the temerity to declare Every- 
body knows that Mr. Mills has no free-trade 
notions.“ The New York Sun, which is a 
Democratic paper, exposes the folly of the 
movement by stating: that the infirmities of 
temper and peculiar controversial methods 
displayed by Mr. Mills unfit him for the place 
in the judgment of some men who sympa- 
thize with his economic views, and that 
neither his intellectual powers nor his achieve- 
ments as a politician entitle him to the honor. 
It then administers a knock-down blow by 
quoting the following from a speech delivered 
by Mills last October at Minneapolis: 

The Almighty never designed that any man or 
ang woman should be independent of each other. 
We must exchange the things we do not want for 
those things we must have. To do this we must 
have absolute free trade, You want reciprocity, 
but want it in the right way. In order to have it 
you must trade with the whole world. If you 
want a market, take down the tariff on woolen 
goods andiron. Then lay a tax on incomes and 
the wealthy men of the country, and you'll see 
prosperity. I believe in free trade, free labor, 
free speech, and a free press. 

It cannot be claimed for Mr. Mills that this 
extract does not fairly represent his views, 
since he made practically the same statement 
in the series of speeches he delivered in Wis- 
consin and in Missouri. It is a plain exposi- 
tion of his policy, which is to take off all 
tariff duties, and replace them in the revenues 
of the country by the proceeds of an income 
tax levied on the wage fund of the country. 
It seems probable, however, that Mr. Mills 
has never stopped to figure out what would be 
the consequences of adopting his destructive 
policy. If he has gone no further than a 
casual look at the subject it might be well to 
examine it a little more closely. Suppose his 
plan were carried out only in regard to wool 
and iron, which would include ali the fabrics 
that are made from the one and the number- 
less articles of which the other is the basis, 
from building beams and railroad iron to 
tools, machinery, and vehicles. A large part 
of the income tax must be paid by the em- 
ployers of labor, and would necessarily have 
to be taken out of their wage funds. They 
must recoup themselves either by raising the 
prices on the consumers of the articles which 
they sell or pay less for the services rendered 
them by workmen or both. 

Take the case of the Vanderbilts, who con- 
trol 8,000 miles of railroad and employ, per- 
haps, 60,000 men. In order to meet an in- 
come tax they would increase the rates 
charged for transportation, the loss thus fall- 
ing on the community, and they would cut 
down the wages of their employés. And what 
is true of the railroad service is true of the 
mill men.

FURTHER RESULTS — MONDAY’S ELEC- 
TION. 

The immediate and apparent outcome of 
the election of last Monday is the em- 
phatic enforcement. of the principle of a non- 
partisan judiciary. Eleven Judges have been 
placed on the bench for six years, each one of 
whom knows that he owes his election to no 
one party, and that his every judicial act must 
be as free from the tinge of partisanship as if 
he were called. from another planet to sit in 
judgment over the men of this world. 

This sweeping victory over the partisan 
Cregierites, which would have been still more 
decisive had there been a doubt as to the re- 
sult to call men to the polls, should have other 
consequences almost as important to the wel- 
fare of the residents of this city and county. 
Between now and November, 1892, there will 
be two local elections—one of them this fall 
for the members of the County Board and its 
President, the other iu the next spring for 
half the Aldermen and all the town officers. 

Under ordinary circurhstances these two 
contests, which relate exclusively to the most 
economical and effective way of managing the 
affairs of city and county, and spending the 
taxes collected by them, would be determined 
by national politics. Men would vote for 
County Commissioners not because of their 
fitness to attend to county affairs, but simply 
because they held certain views on the coinage 
of silver or on the tariff. Aldermen would be 
elected on recollections of the Civil War and 
negro suffrage in the South, and not on street 
paving, cleaning, lighting, on public improve- 
ments, and good municipal government. 

So long as city affairs are run thus there is 
no local government m its true sense. There 
is no home rule, properly speaking. Mon- 
day's election and that of April give promise 
that this foolish-fashioned way of running local 
governments on national issues may be 
changed, and the voters divide on local ques- 
tions—the honest men on one side and the tax- 
devourers on the other; the economic and 
prudent on the right hand and the wasteful 
and the boodlers on the left. 

There seems no reason now why the Repub- 
licans and the Harrison Democrats who united 
this week to elect eleven non-partisan Judges 
should not unite in November to elect fifteen 
non-partisan members of the County Board for 
the government of eounty affairs. The bad 
consequences of choosing Commissioners on 
national platforms have been apparent often 
enough. Why cannot the men who acted to- 
gether this week so fairly and honestly do the 
same thing in the fall and pick out fifteen 
fipst-clasa men for Commissioners? The di- 
vision is an easy one to make. Whichever 
gets the President should be satisfied with 
seven members. The special powers he pos- 
sesses are an equivalent at least for the odd 
man. 

Way should not an arrangement be made 
by virtue of which the hospital, the poor- 
house, the insane: asylum, and the other 
branches of the cdunty government can be 
run as efficiently and as honestly as if they 
were in the hands of capable private individ- 
uals? And why should not the Aldermen be 
chosen next spring after the same fashion on 
purely municipal issues, so that the Council, 
instead of bemg a market place where ordi- 
nances and francises are sold to the highest 
bidder, may become an assemblage of busi- 
ness-men legislating intelligently about the 
affairs of the great city. Is there not good 
sense and civic pride enough among Repub- 
licans and Harrison Democrats to reap these 
fruits of their victory and make the next two 
local elections non-partisan for the good of 
the city and county? Then a year from next 


November, when national issues come up to 


claim attention, the voters can divide on na- 
tional lines and fight out the Presidential bat- 
tle vigorously, though many of the combat- 
ants have been working amicably on the same 
side in local contests. The matter is at least 
well worth thinking about.

BURNING UP THE CITY’S GARBAGE. 

‘Tus Targon gave an account yesterday of 
the visit of the Mayor and a number of city 
and county officers to the garbage crematory 
on Twelfth street and the river, where they 
witnessed a most successful test of its work- 
ings. The Health Commissioner, Dr. Ware, 
was so satisfied that he said: 

If we had three of these crematories distributed 
in convenient places througbout the city I be- 
lieve the garbage question would be settled. 
Odorless burning is the solution of the problem, 
and this crematory certainly is wonderful. I con- 
sider the test a success in every respect. The 
odor from these crematories has been the prin- 
cipal objection heretofore urged against this sys- 
tem of consuming the city’s garbage. Mr. Heavey 
has successfully removed that objection. There 
are one or two minor defects about his furnace. 
The addition of an automatic feeder would be 
an improvement over the present manner of feed- 
ing the furnace. The combustion, however, is 
complete. 

How to dispose of that part of the city’s 
refuse composed of waste animal and vegeta- 
ble matter contributed by every dwelling has 
long been a serious problem, Manure hasa 
commercial value and is taken out to the 
fields and gardens. Ashes form an admirable 
street filling. But it has been impossible to do 
anything else with the rotten fruits, decayed 
vegetables, and spoiled poultry and addled 
eggs of South Water street and the markets 
and the leavings of the kitchens than to cart 
them out in the country and dump them on a 
vacant piece of ground or bury them wholly 
or partly in trenches on somebody's land. 
This expensive process creates a nuisance, 
against which the neighborhood protests, mak- 
ing it necessary to hunt for a new dumping 
ground for this worthless and vexatious mate- 
rial. Mayor Roche thought he had settled the 
question when he built in the cavity of a West 
Side stone quarry a crematory which was bet- 

ter than any one then in existence. . But the 
invention was not quite perfected. Combustion 
was not complete and offensive gases were 
thrown off, which annoyed those living near 
the furnace, and they finally destroyed it. 

Since then, however, great improvements 
have been made, so that it is impossible now to 


detect any offensive odor about the Heavey | 


crematory even though the worst kind of gar- 
bage is being consumed. at the rate of four 
tons an hour. 

The sole objection to cremation of garbage 
being removed, the city government should 
proceed at one to avail itself of this method 
of disposing of the nuisance refuse. It is the 


opinion of the Health Commissioner that three 
of these crematories would meet the present |. 
needs of Chicago, But whether ohn. that

will not burn with those odds and ends of 
vegetable and animal matter from the kitchen 
of which the furnace is the only receptacle. If 
the ashes which have been through the fire 
once are thrown into it again they simply 
deaden it and choke up the crematory furnace. 
Therefore the Council should pass a rigid 
ordinance on this point, and the Health Com- 
missioner should see that it is strictly enforced 
and stiff fines imposed on and collected from 
all who are caugh‘ mixing ashes with garbage. 
After a number of people have been taught a 
sharp lesson and the papers have given wide 
publicity to the facts lazy or careless house- 
keepers will learn that they must obey the 
ordinance whether inclined to do so or not. 

There is one additional matter which the 
Health Commissioner should attend to at once, 
for no action on the part of the Council is 
needed. He should insist on the scavenger 
contractors providing canvas coverings for 
their wagons, so that they will be less offensive 
to both eye and nose. It is unpleasant now 
for Chicagoans who have any sensitiveness to 
see these ill-smelling and disgusting-looking 
open carts and wagons making their slow way 
through the streets in daytime in the midst of 
street business. It will be far more un- 
pleasant when the city begins to fill up with 
strangers as the date for the opening of the 
World’s Fair draws nigh.. ‘There must be a 
reform in all these matters. 

There is a great deal to be done to make the 
city presentable and decent for two years 
hence, and the sooner the Council and the city 
authorities get to work at it the better. The 
establishment of the garbage crematory sys- 
tem is one of the first and most important 
things they should attend to. 


IRISH VS. GERMAN CATHOLICS. 

Taz Trisone already has printed the details 
of the scheme proposed by the Society of the 
Archangel Raphael for segregating Roman 
Catholic immigrants to this country by na 
tionalities, to be served by priests of each 
nationality, the purpose being to preserve 
European ideas, languages, and customs and 
prevent assimilation with American institu- 
tions. In eommenting upon this scheme.Txe 
Trreunge intimated it would probably meet 
with opposition from certain classes of Amer- 
icanized Catholics. 

That opposition already has begun, and in 
connection with it the Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel contributes some interesting infor- 
mation as to the steps which have led 
up to it. It appears that seven years ago 
a pamphlet was issued in St. Louis and 
widely circulated throughout the country 
entitled “‘The Future of Foreign-Born Cath- 
olies. It contained a complaint on the part 
of German Catholics that the hierarchy in this 
country was not disposed to give foreign-born 
Catholics fair treatment. In 1887 a petition 
was sent to Rume by the German Catholics 
appealing to the propaganda to recognize 
permanent congregations on national liges, 
and asking that all new-comers from Europe 
be assigned to a church of their own language 
and treated as members of that church; and 
that the same may hold good as to their 
children born in America.” 

Here, then, is clearly the beginning of the 


movement which has now been set in oper- | 


ation by M. Cahensly. In commenting upon 
it at the time a writer in the American Cath- 
olic Quarterly Review stigmatized it as a 
scheme to identify in the minds of foreign- 
born Catholics the Catholic rehgion with 
their particular nationality, so that the rising 
generation would not consider themselves 
simply Catholics, but Irish Catholics, French 
Catholics, Italian Catholics, Polish Catholics, 
Bohemian Catholics, eto.“ The opposition 
foreshadowed in this article is increasing 
steadily. The latest issues of the Catholic Re- 
view and Catholic Mirror charge that it was 
German Catholic priests in this country who 
inspired M. Cahensly to start this movement, 
and the former thus vigorously assails it: 

The conspiracy of Luzerne, to which we alluded 
last week, and which is engineered by certain 
German Catholicsin the West and French-Ca- 
nadians in Quebec and New England, is intended 
to fasten upon America for centuries the various 
languages which now flourish in the United 
States. The different nationalities have been al- 


+ lowed such privileges that they have come to 


think the transplanting of Quebec, Germany, 
Poland, Bohemia, Hungary. and Syria, with their 
languages, traditions, and hierarchies, a very 
feasible scheme; so feasible that they are not 


losing a single point in the conspiracy to obtain 


foreign Bishops,.unable to speak the English lan- 
guage, strong upholders of monarchical institu- 
tions, utterly ignorant of American opinion, and 
whose chief office will be to flood the country with 
priests from Quebec, Germany, Poland, Bohemia, 
Italy, and elsewhere, as indifferent to America as 
themselves. 

This clearly reflects the views of the Irish 
Catholics. It has been followed up by Arch- 
bishop Ireland of Minnesota, who said the 
other day in an interview: 

What is the strangest feature in this whole Lu- 
terne movement is the impudence of the men in 

undertaking to meddle, under any pretext, in the 
Catholic affairs of America. This is simply un- 
pardonable, and all American Catholics will 
treasure up the affront for future action. We ac- 
knowledge the Pope of Romie as our chieftain in 
spiritual matters, and we are glad to receive di- 
rection from him. But men in Germany, Bo- 
hemia, Poland, Italy, Switzerland, or Ireland 
must mind their own business and be still as to 
ours, Nor is this the most irritating fact in this 
movement. The inspiration of the — in Eu- 
rope comes, the dispatches tell from a 
clique in America. Even if the dispetehes had 
been silent on this matter we would have known 
that this is the truth. For the last five or six 
years there has been a determined effort on the 
part of certain foreign-born Catholics in Amer- 
ica, priests and laymen, to obtain the control of 
Catholic matters in America. Poles in the West, 
French-Canadians in the East, Germans West 
and East, have been at work in this direction.

FIRM MARKET IN LONDON, 


No Reason for Supposing That One of the 
Banks Is in Trouble, 
| [SPECIAL CABLBE.] 

London, June 3,—The markets generally 
opened firm on denial by the Chairman of the 
bankers’ meeting that the question of assist- 
ing an important financial house had been 
one of the reasons for calli ther the 
representatives of the various banking estab- 
lishments. It was emphatically stated that 
the only reason of these meetings was the de- 
sire to formulate some plan to assist the Bank 
of Engiand in préventing the discount rate 
from falling to figures that would cause gold 
to flow from this country to the continent. 

Of course no denial was or could be given 
to rumors that some one was in difficulty; put 
the above statement was considered satisfac- 
tory and was further borne out by the fact 
that the bank had reduced its purchase price 
for foreign — coin to 76 shillings 5 pence 
per ounce. opinion was general in the 
market that some compromise would prob- 
ably be reached between the Bank of En- 
gland and the other banks and that it might 
result in an agreement to . sustain 
the bank provided the minimum rate was 
dropped from 5 to 4 per cent tomorrow. An 
exception to the general steadiness was Louis- 
ville and Nashville, whichdeclined throughout 
the day on news of a proposed issue of new 
shares, which is looked upon with great dis- 
favor here. In the afternoon telegräms were 
received from Buenos Ayres announcing that 
four banking establishments closed their 


doors yesterday and that the run on 
the other banks had assumed larger 
proportions. This was followed by a 


rumor of difficulties connected with a London 
branch of a Buenos Ayres house; and the mar- 
kets quickly lost the advance they had gained 
in the morning, American shares declining to 
about three-quarters per cent below par. Po 
is reported from Paris that an estimate of 

commercial exchange indicates a wheat crop 
of from 12,000,000 to 14, 000,000 quarters below 
the average. 


DEATH IN THE STORM, 


Children Killed by Lightning and Men 
Blown to Pieces. 
{SPECIAL CaBLE.} 

Vienna, June 8.—There seems to be an epi- 
demic of electrical and pluvial disturbance in 
Europe at the present time. Here in Vienna 
a fearful“ thunderstorm broke over the city 
this afternoon, during which vivid and terrific 
flashes of lightning struck in various places 
and did lamentable damage. Twenty-six 
fires and many serious accidents have been re- 

rted, some of them absolutely heartrending. 

ne poor little boy was killed while 
sleeping in his mother’s arms, and a group of 
laughing school boys was struck by lightning. 
One of the boys was killed on the spot and 
three crippled for life. A cloud-burst filled 
the lower half of the city with a flood which 
tore down more than half of the telegraph 
and telephone wires in the district. 

A terrific cloud-burst fell today upon the 
town of Hochspeer, Bavaria, and filled all the 
cellars with water. Some of the houses were 
submerged up to the second story and all rail- 
way traffic was interrupted. Equal damage 
was done in the adjoining town of Franken- 
stein. 

At noon today a fearful storm of thunder 
and lightning broke over Cologne and caused 
an explosion to take place in the Schlebusch 

ite factory. Eight workmen were 
blown into the air. Three of the unfortunate 
men were torn into fragments, which were 
scattered in every direction, and the five 
others were badly injured. People a mile 
away from the explosion were knocked down 
and much damage was done to the houses in 
the neighborhood, usands of windows 
were smnashed. 

Turin, June 3.—The wind blew a hurricane 
in the Susa Valley today.

| ARTISTS’ DESIGNS UNFIT. | 


NONE OF THE MODELS FOR COINS AN 
IMPROVEMENT OVER THE OLD ONES. 
Needs of the Chicago Postoffice in the Way 
of an Increase in the Clerical Force and 

Carriers—Incorporation of the Ameri- 
can University, the Methodist Educa- 
tional Iustitutton—Flans for the Reve- 
nue Cutter for Service in the Harber of 
Chicago, 

Wasuineroy, D. C., June 3.—[S — 
The office of the Director of 0 gl 
crowded this morning with boxes and pack- 
ages of all kinds containing models or medal- 
ions in plaster for new designs for the silver 
coins of the United States. The designs num- 
bered between two and three hundred. The 
committee of artiste appointed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, consisting of Augustus 
St. Gaudens, the sculptor, of New York, Henry 
Mitchell, the engraver, of Boston, and C. E. 
Barber, the engraver of the Mint at Philadel- 
phia, examined the models in the presence of 
the Director. After all the designs had been 


passed upon those which were considered | 


most meritorious were again taken up, and 
after careful consideration the committee de- 
cided that none of thé designs or m 
subniitted are such a decided improvement 
upon the present designs of the silver coins of 
the United States as to be worthy of adoption 
by the government.” One of the most beau- 
tiful designs submitted was by Pascal Caron 
of Providence, R. I., being a design 
for the obverse or face of the half-dollar, It 
was a“ liberty head surrounded by thirteen 
stars. Two designs submitted by J. Frenzel 
of New York City—one of a full-size figure of 
& woman representing Liberty, with two chil- 
dren on either side of her, one wearing a 
sword and helmet and the other unrolling a 
scroll; and the other, an eagle in its 
talons. the words, One dollar.“ the motto 
In God we trust encircling the whole—were 
considered meritorious, Three designs from 
Mrs. Imogene Robinson Morrell of Washirg- 
ton, D. C., representing for the obverse of 
the silver dollar the figure of Washington on 
horseback, and for the reverse an eagle with 
folded wings, were favorably noticed, while 
four designs by A. E. Olsnon of Cambridge, 
Mass., representing three heads of Liberty for 
the obverse anda heraldic eagle for the re- 
verse, met with praise. So did two designs by 
Caroline Hurd Rimmer of Boston for the ob- 
verse and reverse of the silver dollar, the ob- 
verse being a front view of the head of Wash- 
ington, very lifelike, with the word Libert 
above; for the reverse an eagle with folded 
wings. The Director has not decided what 
further steps ha will take to secure artistic de- 
signs for coins of the United States, but it is 
likely that some of the designers will be given 
a chance to improve on their present attempts. 


Increase in Postal Facilities. 


Other cities are fighting with Chicago for 
an increase in the postoffice clerical force and 
carriers. None of them show anything like 
the increase of the World’s Fair city. -Post- 
master Hart of Boston called on Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker recently and stated that 
the business of his office demanded an increase 
in the clerical force as well as in the number 
of the carriers. Mr, Wanamaker has directed 
Maj. Pollock, the chief of the free delivery 
system, and Mr. Scott, the chief of the salary 
and allowance division, to go to Boston and 
make an investigation into the needs of the 
service in that city. The ‘Boston Postmaster 
among other things considers that sixty-four 
additional letter-carriers are needed in order 
to properly serve the postal wants of the peo- 
ple of Boston. Altogether, if the demands 
from the offices throughout the country are 
acceded to, there will be at least 1,000 ad- 
ditional letter- carriers appointed July 
1 next. Congress, however, only 
appropriated sufficient money for the employ- 
ment of 450 additional letter-carriers. In en- 
deavoring to distribute the additional men as 
equitably as possible an effort will be made to 
inquire into the needs of the service in the 
various cities, as well as the efficiency of the 
present force. It is found that in some cities 
there are more carriers A to the 
population than in others, an attempt will 
be made to learn the causes of this difference. 
Maj. Pollock said today that he had been 
greatly impressed with the needs of the Chi- 
cago office and he proposed to do everything 
possible to meet them with the limited appro- 
priation available for the letter-carrier serv-

BIG WORLD’s FAIR EXHIBIT. 


| He Thinks They Should Be Given.» Sepa- |

Albert C. Hopkins of Canton, 8. D., thinks 
there should be a complete Indian exhibit at 
the World's Fair. Mr. Hopkins is in the city 
to confer with Director-General Davis and 
officials of the local directory with regard to 
this proposed Indian exhibit. According to 
his opinion adequate provision is not being 
made for u suitable display. In the classifica- 
tion Indians form a group in the Department 


thinks should be enlarged into a separate de- 
partment and placed in charge of a separate 


ing in the form of a tepee should be 
built and painted to represent skins. He 
would have about 200 Indians with their tents, 
camping outfit, horses, and other parapher- 
nalia. He would have in front of the opening 
of the tepee a pipe stone statue of Hiawatha 
discovering the corn plant, He would also 
have fountains representing Minnehaha, or 
Laughing Water,.and Minnetonka. 

“The building,“ Mr. Hopkins said yester- 
day, should contain a complete collection of 
all manufactured articles distinctively Indian 
and the best samples of goods of every kind 
made by Indians; Indian workmen and arti- 
‘sans of all kinds actively engaged in the man- 

ufacture of these articles and goods; all curi- 
-osities and relics pertaining to the present 
race; everything they have of an historical, 
literary, linguistic, or artistic character, past 
and present; and an agricultural exhibit show- 
ing their earliest known efforts in that depart- 
ment and their greatest present success. 

„Private collections can be drawn on for 
the larger part of this exhibit. Mr. Edward 
E. Ayer of this city has a magnificent — collec- 
tion of this character, which, he assures me, 
he would gladly loan for this purpose, and 
there are many others available. 

The outside exhibit should show near the 
building a bronze group in form of a fount- 
ain, one re being Minnehaha, and perhaps 
another of Minnetonka. One or both of these 
I hope to secufe as loans from Minneapolis 
aud Bt. Paul. It should illustrate early modes 
of life—tents, dwellings, villages, and habits 
as far as practicable, methods of moving, bur- 
rial grounds, games, includi short pony 
race track, with daily racing, dances, original 
and cultivated musicians and bands, religious 
rites and services, councils, methods of mak- 
ing treaties, etc. Ithink an occasional In- 
dian sham battle might be a good thing, but 
this may be open to debate. 

“The main object of an exhibit of this 
character for me and every humane and pa- 
triotic American must be its moral and aa 
cational effect. The thing that needs most to 
be done is to prove tothe American Indians 
that they are not doomed to death and extinc- 


tion, but to life and survival 
civilization; that all they need do to 
assure this result is to accept the 


present industrial system of the civilized 
world, cease to have a pride in war and 
bloodshed, in idleness and dependency, and 
have a pride in peace and industry and 
independency ; that the best Indian is he who 
behaves best. is the most peaceable ana indus- 
trious, and takes the best.care of himself and 
those nearest him, and who is ashamed to be 
idle. It should also show to the white race 
that the ——— of the American Indians 
duri 400 years since the discovery of 
‘America is, in view of all the facts and condi- 
tions, pe sufficient to demonstrate the fit- 
ness of the Indian race for survival and civil- 
ization, and to thus secure a much better un- 
derstanding and, consequently, more friendly 
relations between the two races.”’

MANY APPLICATIONS FOR SPACE. 


They Far Exceed the Record at the Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia in 1876, 

One thousand applications for space have 
been received at headquarters from intending 
exhibiters. 

When the number of these applications is 
compared with those received in advance of 
the opening of the Centennial Secretary of 
Installation Hirst says there is a marked dif- 
ference in favor of the Columbian Exposition 
indicated. One year before the Centennial 
opened there were but 800 applications for 
space. Two years in advance of the opening 
ot the Columbian Exposition 1,000 applicants 
have signified their intention to exhibit.

One firm 
after another has signified its intention to ex- 
pend from $560,000 to $100,000 merely in deco- 
rating, placing and caring for its displays.
